Moscow has called up three classes for mili- 
tary training. This is said to be merely part of | 
the regular defence program, and not to indicate | 
any war-like intentions toward neighboring 
states.

responding number of recruits—also for training, 
of course, and with no thought of hostilities being 
in prospect. In the present state of Europe, any

others. 


CANADA IS COMING BACK. 

At a dinner given in London by the Canada 
Club, Premier King did Canada good service 
alike by stressing the view that local self-govern: 
ment ensures the stability of the British Empire 
and also by telling his hearers of the progress 
that the Dominion is making in over-coming the 
adverse conditions following the war. The latter 
is a subject that may well get more attention at 
home. It is doubtful if Canadians realize how 
fortunately they are placed, and what gain is 
actually being made toward the recovery of nor- 
mal times. For years the newspapers have been 
filled with evidence of the distressful conditions 
which prevail over a large part of Europe; and 
the idea has been emphasized that no country can 
be unaffected by that state of affairs in the older 
continent. It is possible that this idea has beea 
over-advertised, with the result that we have 
come to postpone the hope of improvement until 
Germany arranges to pay its debts. For that, or | 
some other reason the fact is plain that there is| 
and has been a pronounced feeling of discourage 
ment in Canada, more widespread and more per 
sistent than there was reason for. 

In defiance of this claim that Europe must 
get its finances and business affairs disentangled 
before prosperity can dawn anywhere is the fact 
that the United States has been experiencing a | 
veritable boom, with all its benefits and a fair 
share of its disadvantages. Canada is not 
situated to reproduce the self-contained prosper- | 
ity of the republic. We have not the capital or | 
the population to generate a volume of trading 
among ourselves such as has made the neighbor- 
ing country hum with activity—and has drawa 
thousands of Canadian citizens across the border. 
The Dominion is more dependent upon conditions 
in Europe, not because it is affiliated politically 
with Great Britain, but because it can find a 
market nowhere else for the chief commodities it | 
produces in surplus quantity. Our customers 
oversea are not doing well, and cannot pay high 
prices for Canadian wheat and beef. And as they 
can import these products from all corners of tie 
earth, in some of which the production cost ix 
lower than in Canada, the inflow of money in 
payment for our exports is restricted. That we 
are not duplicating the tremendous activity in 
industry and trade thai is going on south of the 
border is because the country is not developed to | 
the same degree. Our industrial population and | 
farming population are not so well balanced, and 
the opportunity to create business by trading 
among ourselves is corresponding limited. 

None the less, Canada has been making bead. | 
way toward better times. Even in the industrial | 
centres of the older provinces there is little or no| 
complaint about scarcity of employment. In the | 
West the harvesting and threshing operations | 
have been handicapped by lack of sufficient help | 
Winter work has been already found for severa) 
thousands of the men who came over from Grea‘ 
Britain to work in the harvest fields. That in 
itself is striking evidence of the greater activity 
that prevails as compared with previous years | 
when there were not jobs availab/e for the men 
already in the country. A tremendous crop is | 
being taken off the prairie farms, and the econ 
ditions generally have been favorable to pro-| 
duction im all sections of the Dominion, Fishing, | 
lumbering and mining are proceeding with the 
usual success: In the cities of the older provinces 
there is a large amount of building going on. | 
Interest in the natural resources of the West has | 
been stimulated during the last few years by the | 
expenditure of millions of dollurs in the quest 
for oi]. Bank deposits in Canada continue to | 
grow from year to year. All these are signs of | 
progress and heralds of better times. If the 
pace has not been rapid, the difficulties to be 
vvercome were great. That they are being over 
come is an undoubted fact, and that is the im. | 
portant matter. Adopting the Cue formula, | 
‘‘every day, in every way, Canada is geting | 
better and better.’’ And however that preserin. | 
tion may work in the case of an individual who
